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There ee at present a nunber of chips under construction at Gdansk 
designed for the shipment, of coal and ore between Poland and Seandi~ 
navia, Duilt into ench of these vessels is a very well hidden secret 
eompartnent suitable for hiding passengers. This is intended for 

the transport of Polish agents to and from Poland and for seureting 
"kidnapped" anti-Commnist Polish refugees who are considered active 
enemies of the Polish governnent, One of the first ships of this 
tye, of the LEWANT class, was the S.S. WARSAW, launched at Gdansk 

on li March 1950. It is being built by the Gdansk shipyard, “tocsnia-

According to a recent order of the U.B., all fishing boats, cutters 
and other coastal vessels belonging either to the State or to private 
owners ara to be painted yellow.
